NEW YORK, Oct. 7—Soviet scientists were re- 
ported today to have offered to give American scientific 
instruments a ride in one of their satellites. 


Anatoli A. Blagonravov, one of 
the Soviet Union’s top missile 
specialists, told scientists at the 
in 
-Washington that he pelieved the 
artificial moon now circling the 
reporting tempera 
tures by radio. 

The temperature in the satel- 
lite 500 miles above the earth is 
indicated by the length of each 
“beep” of its radio signal, he 
said. During a tour of the labo- 
ratory he was shown recordings 
of the signal that showed a com- 
plicated pattern of frequency 
modulation. 

Such modulation is often used 
to transmit or ‘‘telemeter’” ad- 
ditional information from instru- 
ments in a rocket. Navy scien- 
said Dr. Blagonravov 
seems as perplexed as they do 
and suggested that possibly it 
was the “second variant’ which 
by tonight had circled the earth 
almost 50 times. 

The second variant was the 
alternate satellite which was 
ready for firing when, on Friday 
afternoon, a mighty rocket soared 
500 miles aloft from north of the 
Caspian Sea and pitched a sphere | 
into an orbit about the earth. The | 
second variant apparently con-) 
tains devices for recording cosmic | 
rays as well as microphones to 
listen for the impact of meteors 
on its resonant shell. 

Such a satellite would neces- 
‘sarily send out more complex 
telemetering signals.

When the Russians learned 
that the United States had the 
equipment for such an experi- 
ment, they offered to give it a 
ride around the world at 18,000 


‘miles an hour. 


SWAP FIRINGS 


They also suggested that U.S. 
scientists witness the firing of So- 
viet research rockets in Franz 
Joseph Land, in the Soviet sector 
of the Arctic Ocean. The Rus- 
sians, in turn, showed an interest 
in viewing similar firings at Fort 
Churchill on Hudson Bay—the 
chief center of American rocket 
research during the IGY. 

Some U.S. rocket specialists 
have come away from their talks 
with the Russians feeling that, al 
least in the research rocket field, 
the United States. is ahead in 
quantity and quality of firearms. 


U.S. ENTHUSIASTIC 


American scfentists connected 
with the program are enthusiastic 
about the proposed exchanges, 
which they feel should contribute 
to scientific advancement in both 
countries. Those who have been 
dealing with Dr. Blagonravov 
said tonight that they thought he 
was genuinely confused over the 
satellite signals.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 7 ® 
Information gathered from moon- 
watch scientists in Alaska and 
Australia failed to reveal the or- 
bit of the Russian earth satellite 
tonight when fed into a giant 
electronic computer. 


Insufficient or inaccurate data 
was blamed for the failure by Dr. 
Fred L. Whipple, director of the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Ob- 
servatory. 


Dr. Whipple told a news confer- 
ence that one of the three ob- 
servations—two in Alaska and one 
in Australia—“may have been in 
error.” 


“I have sent my computing 
staff home to get some sleep,” the 
scientist said. 


The $2,742,000 computor was ex- 
pected to provide data which sci- 
entists believed would give the 
path of the satellite, its location 
in outer space and possibly its 
exact shape.

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U.S. Now Faces 
Its Gravest Threat 


Following the initial dismay brought 
about by the knowledge the Russians 
have launched the first earth satellite, 
the country must face the sobering fact 
that Moscow is perhaps years ahead of the 
United States in development of rocket- 
powered craft. 

We must assume that they have capa- 
bility of building intercontinental ballis- 
tic missiles and that these can be built in 
sufficient quantities to launch en masse 
within a few years against targets all 
over the world. The Russians, in fact, have 
succeeded in building the ultimate weapon 
ahead of us. 

The immediate problem confronting 
this country is a reassessment of our de- 
fense policies. How far behind are we 
and how long will it take to catch up? 
That is the first and foremost question 
which may involve our survival as a 
nation. 

The grave risk we have taken in 
stretching out our missiles program now 
poses the question of whether within 
months or a few years the Soviet Union 
will have enough such missiles to place 
every major United States city and mili- 
tary base under threat of destruction with- 
in minutes. 

The Russians already have won a 
great strategic and military victory. That 
explains their recent tough talk and their 
refusal to consider even a rudimentary 
agreement on disarmament. 


What, then, are we prepared to do? 
Must we continue to put domestic and 
political considerations ahead of the na- 
tional security? Will we continue to cut 
back our military and research programs 
in the face of what we now know? Will 
we put economy ahead of our chances to 
survive in an age when a prospective en- 
emy has the capability of destroying us? 

There is no alternative to surrender 
other than to accept the challenge at 
whatever the cost. This country must mar- 
shal all its resources of science, technol- 
ogy and industry to overcome the Rus- 
sian lead. That is the only insurance 
against war and destruction. We still must 
prepare for war in order to escape it. 


The people of this country—tired of 
taxes and weary of inflation—must make 
whatever sacrifice necessary to preserve 
our nation and our way of life. And our 
leaders must face up to their responsibili- 
ties and tell the people the truth. The 
type of contest we are up against cannot 
be won at the bargain counter. 


While we sputter in disunity over the 
domestic leadership, local and national, at 
Little Rock, the Russians have grabbed 
the initiative militarily, diplomatically and 
politically. It’s time we get together once 
and for all to meet the outside challenge 
which threatens our very existence.

The Farm Revolution 


The farm has gone not just mechani- 
cal, but also electric.

Concepts Are Changing 
In Higher Education 


Topics discussed at a conference re- 
cently on the University of Georgia cam- 
pus offered a clear-cut pattern of the 
changes being applied in the field of 
higher education. 

The executive committee of the South- 
ern Association of Land Grant Colleges 
and State Universities heard experts dis- 
cuss higher academic standards, training 
of more scientists and engineers, two-year 
technical institutes, community colleges 
and other developments. ) 

H. Y. McKown, dean of student serv- 
ices at the University of Texas, reported 
favorable results from statewide aptitude 


testing begun two years ago and the si- 


multaneous raising of academic stand- 
ards. 


Industry continuously is demanding 
more trained scientists and engineers than 
colleges can supply. Georgia Tech this 
fall has a record enrollment of 5,627. 
Southern Technical Institute, an excellent 
example of the right trend in providing 
education for future technicians, also 
has a record enrollment and an expanded 
curriculum. 


Live-at-home community junior col- 
leges have proven successful in other 
states and are being given serious con- 
sideration in several Georgia areas. They 
rapidly are becoming a necessity in re- 
lieving the overcrowded four-year col- 


leges and in accomodating those who want . 


or need only two years training beyond 
high school. 


The conference at Athens was useful 
in furnishing an insight into the changes 
that are at hand in higher education and 
the challenges that lie ahead.

Crowded Air, Seaways 
Need Better Controls 


Evidence points to the volume of traf- 
fic along the air and seaways as outstrip- 
ping the programs to control the flow. 


The Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion has reported eight sets of aircraft 
came close to ramming one another in 
flights over Georgia in April, May and 
June. New York City had 22 near misses 
during the same period. Across the na- 
tion the figure averaged 3.26 daily. More 
than half the incidents reported involved 
military aircraft.

Varied Georgia Forces

The troops at Fort Stewart and the 
Stephens County Home Demonstration 
Club at Toccoa, each in a separate ma- 
neuver confined to its own bailiwick, have 
declared war on a common foe. The enemy 
is motor vehicle accidents. 

Fort Stewart has adopted a point- 
system for traffic violations on the post 
and appointed a referee to hear cases. A 
sample of maximum points for specific 
violations includes three for failure to dim 
lights, four for driving at 10 miles an 
hour above the speed limit and 20 for 
reckless driving. Accumulation of six 
points means the offender loses his on- 
post driving privileges for a week; 20 
points suspends his driving rights for a 
year; more than 20 points brings perma- 
nent revocation. 

The Stephens County HD Club recent- 
ly was named Southern regional winner 
of a contest sponsored by the Automotive 
Safety Foundation of the National Safety 
Council.

Southern governors: 

“The President stated that upon 
a declaration on the part of the 
governor of Arkansas that he will 
not obstruct the orders of the fed- 
eral courts and will, in connec- 
tion therewith, maintain law and 
order in Little Rock, the Presi- 
dent will direct the secretary of 
defense to return the command 
of the Arkansas National Guard 
to the governor. Thereupon, as 
soon as practicable, all federal 
troops will be withdrawn.” 

The governor of Arkansas then 
issued the following statement: 

“IT now declare that upon the 
withdrawal of federal troops I will 
again assume full responsibility, 
in cooperation with local authori- 
ties, for the maintenance of law 
and order, and that the orders 
of the federal courts will not be 
obstructed by me.”

1 — America’s final nuclear 
test device of 1957 was exploded 
from a balloon 500 feet in the 
air today. 

The device, No. 24 in the Atomic 
Energy Commission's _ series, 
flashed into an unusually bright 
fireball seen as far away as Los 
Angeles, 300 miles to the west. 

The explosion, called Morgan, 
ripped up the quiet desert sands 
and formed the usual mushroom- 
shaped cloud. The fireball turned 
red and glowed for several sec- 
onds. 

Morgan was equal to about 10,- 
000 tons of TNT. There were no 
military or civil defense tests al- 
lied with today’s blast, but 33 sci- 
entific experiments were staged.

He added that if the 
United States and the Soviet Un- 
fon: slowed a spirit of sensi- 
bility they could bring all new 
scientific developments under 
control and avoid the dangers of 
the even more horrible weapons 
that science was bringing on the 
horizon. 
OTHENS ATTEND

CAPITALIST ORIGIN 


He asserted that it would not. 
This did not mean, he said, that 
Socialist (Communist) countries 
would not bear heavy losses. They 
would suffer heavily and the 
losses would be colossal on both 
sides. However, he believed that 
if war came it would be imposed 
by the capitalists and such a war 
would arouse the conscience of 
the world against those who had 
started it. 


In such a situation, Khrushchev 
continued, the people would suf- 
fer and insist on the establish- 
ment of an order that met their 
demand and only socialism could 
do that, he said. 

You might think, he added, that 
with the prospect of such a vic- 
tory the Socialists would then 
want to start a war. But we do 
not, he said. That is an inhu- 
man point of view. The Social- 
ists, he concluded, had never es- 
poused the idea of achieving 
their ends by using such terrible 
means. 


AGREE ON COEXISTENCE 


It was noted that in his writtep 
reply mentioning new weapons, 
Khrushchev made no reference to 
the earth satellite, which pre- 
sumably could be developed into 
a launching platform for weapons. 
It was at this point that he said 
all these things could be brought

WOULD ANSWER 


However, at the opening of the 
meeting this afternoon Khrush- | 


chév said that he would Se 
the “questions” put to him. 


He agreed on request, however, 
to permit questions after each 
written answer and this he did | 
at great length on subjects cover- | 
ing everything from the earth 
satellite to the world series. 


The first topic on the pre-ar- 
ranged list of subjects to be dis- 
cussed was “the problem of 
peaceful co-existence and parti- 
cularly what the Soviet Union and 
the U. S. meant by the free ex- 
change of ideas and information.” 
The written answer repeated the 
Soviet Union’s idea of peaceful co- 
existence, but in the course of 
his reply, Khrushchev observed 
that in a war with modern mis- 
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the United States could agree on 
the question of coexistence. He 
then made these points on the 
new and old weapons: 

1. He believed, he said, that we 
are standing at this moment at a 
turning point regarding the use 
of airplanes in a future war. 
They were in decline, he re- 
marked. 

2. Bombers lack height and 
speed for modern combat and are 
vulnerable to attack by rockets. 

3. Fighter planes now move so 
fast they are not truly effective 
for air-to-air combat. Also in 
planes, pilots are killed and it is 


| better to use rockets. 


DAY TO DAY 


In talking about this, Khru- 
shchev said he did not want to 
say that the Soviet Union is ahead 
in the development of all these 
weapons. The Soviet Union might 
be ahead on one thing today but 
the United States would have it 
tomorrow and vice versa. It is 
all one and the same science. 
Both sides, he said, are in some- 
thing like a competition, but it 
is a harmful competition and the 
Soviet Union does not want it. It 
wants peace. 

After saying that the Soviet 
Union has all the rockets it need- 
ed for its defense, he said that 
some Americans had laughed 
when he announced the Soviet 
Union had the ICB missile. But 
now that Moscow has launched 
the earth satellite, which requires 
a powerful missile to move it 
high enough in the air, only the 
uninformed and technically ignor- 
ant can now say they were not 
telling the truth, he said. 

Khrushchev was asked why the 
Soviet Union had not given world 
scientists warning in advance 
about the launching of the satel- 
lite, especially, since it had prom- 
ished to cooperate in the cele- 
bration of the International Geo- 
physical Year, and permit every- 
one to get ready to track the new 
earth satellite. 


JUST BRAGGING 


Soviet officials felt, he replied, 
that if they announced the test 
in advance some people would 
have said they were just bragging, 


'so they decided to announce it 
after it was aloft. Even so, he 
added, there did appear one mili- 
‘tary figure in the United States 
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others would do the same. “We 
could keep a few men as militia 
to keep order because we would 
need to protect the good people 
from the thieves and gangsters,” 
he said. ‘“‘We do have such peo- 
ple in our country,” he added 
with a smile. 

2. There were military circles 
in the United States that do not 
want peace, that benefits from 
war, and this is also true of the 
ruling circles in West Germany. 

On the situation in Germany 
Khrushchev was more critical 
than on anything else with the 
possible exception of Turkey, de- 
tails of which can not now be 
disclosed. 


PARTY HEADQUARTERS 


He was sitting in a long rec 
tangular room in party head- 
quarters at one end of a narrow 
table that seated 40 persons. 

Most of the time he spoke quiet- 
ly with his head hunched down 
in the collar of his gray suit, his 
left arm draped over the back of 
his chair and the right on the 
green baize of the table. 

“If you keep Germany divided,” 
he was asked, “is this not an 
encouragement to the rise of 
another Hitler who will seek 
power by promising to unite it by 
force if necessary?” 


The first secretary sat up and 
leaned forward. 


Maybe a new Hitler has arisen, 
he remarked. What is the differ- 
ence in the philosovhical outlook 
of Hitler and Adenauer? The 
same kind of people are begin- 
ning to rise again. Speidel is at 
NATO, so perhaps there is a new 
Hitler, he said. 


NO REPETITION 


Khrushchev picked up a long, 
clear, plastic letter opener and 
drummed on the table with it to 
emphasize his point. Regardless 
of these new signs of militarism 
in Germany, he added, there will 
be no repetition of what hap- 
pened before. One-third of Ger- 
many is in different (Commu- 
nist) hands. Poland is different 
and Czechoslovakia is different. 
And he emphasized that one third 
of the people of the world are 
now building a socialistic society. 

Khrushchev leaned back and 
reminisced. Hitler used to boast 
that he could march to the Urals 
but, Khruschev said leaning for- 
ward again, the Soviet Union and 
its allies could stop Adenauer 
at his borders. 

The military-minded and re- 
venge-seeking people in West Ger- 
many worry the Soviets, he con- 
tinued, but they ought to worry 
the people of France, Belgium 
and Holland far more. Moreover, 
he concluded, the United States 
was encouraging these very peo- 
ple who were trying to excite 
opinion in Germany. 


MODERATE POLICY 


Khrushchev was asked whether 
the Soviet Union had not gained 
more by following a moderate 
policy in Finland and Austria 
than by following a tough policy 
in dealing with East Germany 
and Hungary. Apparently this was 
misunderstood at first for he re- 
plied that these were sovereign 
countries and the reporter could 
go seek information about them 
elsewhere. 

When this misunderstanding was 
cleared up, he said that a distinc- 
tion had to be made between 
capitalist countries such as Aus- 
tria and Finland and socialistic 
countries like East Germany and 
Hungary. 

The Soviet Union, he assertde, 
has given “fraternal aid’’ to the 
government of Hungary when that 
aid was sought. In spite of what 
he called a “heavy loss,” Mos- 
cow had helped Hungary “defeat 
a counter revolution” and any 
other such government _ that 
sought help under similar condi- 
tions would not be abandoned, he 
concluded. 

Khrushchev seemed unconcern- 
ed about the recent rioting in 
Poland when he was asked about 
the recent difficulties over free 
expression in that country. 


SOVEREIGN STATE 


Poland, he said, is a sovereign 
state with its own government and 
leading personalities. Whatever 
they did in the present circum- 
stances he is sure would be the 
right thing for the socialist cause. 
“We sympathize with them and 
they have our good wishes,” he 
added. 

As for those who were creat- 
ing trouble, he observed that they 
are agents of the bourgoisie. He 
concluded that nobody here is 
worried about the situation. 

On questions concerning rela- 
ticns with the U. S. in the past 
and the development of the Soviet 
Union in years to come, Khrush- 
chev had a perfectly simple ans- 
wer. The U. S. was responsible 
for all the trouble: It was trying 
to negotiate with the Soviet Union 
as if the U. S. were strong and 
the Soviet Union weak, but that 
was not the actual situation. For 
the Soviet Union must be treated 
as an equal. 


POLITICAL PLATEAU 


When the first secretary re- 
ferred to the U. S. and the Soviet 
Union having reached a turning 
point in the disarmament ques- 
tion, he was asked whether he had 
considered the possibility that the 
U. S. had also reached an im- 
portant point in its political de- 
velopment. President Eisenhower, 
he was told, had worked hard to 
achieve support in Washington for 
a disarmament compromise with 
the Soviet Union. Probably no 
other man in the U. S. could get 
the consent of two-thirds of the 
Senate for such an agreement, 


yet it had been rejected out of 
hand by Moscow. 

Thus, had Khrushchev consider- 
ed the possibility that the new 
men born in the twentieth century 
who would come after the Presi- 
dent might not be in so good a 
position to reach a disarmament 
agreement? 

Khrushchev said that he had 
read this thesis somewhere in the 
American press and had thought 
about it, but he added that he and 
his colleagues evaluate the situa- 
tion in another way. “We of the 
older generation,” he said, ‘“‘do 
not think we are foolish but only 
that the next generation will be 
wiser.” 

It did not matter, he said, what 
century a man was born in—the 
19th or the 20th—but he thought 
that in the 2ist century man 
would have made tremendous 
strides. 

The Soviet Union, Khrushchev 
said, will agree to come to an 
agreement with Eisenhower if it 
could reach an agreement. But 
the United States has in the past, 
he asserted, offered proposals as 


being from the strong to the 
weak, something like an ulti- 
matum. 


The Soviet Union is not a state 
in the United States, he contin- 
ued, but a separate sovereign na- 
tion. It operates on a different 
philosophy. It was more humane 
than the capitalist philosophy. 
But, he emphasized, we must 
come to an agreement so that no 
one will be hurt. “We want peace. 
We want an agreement, but we 
want to have it on equal terms,” 


; he said. 


The impression has grown 
among the Soviet people, Khrush- 
chev observed, that the United 
States did not want to come to an 
agreement with the U.S.S.R. Of 
course, he added, he believes in 
the sincerity of Eisenhower and 
of Harold Stassen, too, but, he 
emphasized, there are some peo- 
ple, for example, “your secre- 
tary of state,”’ who don’t want 
an agreement. 


TIME NOT RIPE 


The party secretary’s conclusion 
on this is that apparently the time 
is not yet right for the United 
States to enter into what he 
called a reasonable agreement. 

Pressed for a definition of what 
he thought was necessary to 
achieve a “reasonable agree- 
ment,’”’ Khrushchev said one thing 
is needed and this is to face up to 
the following: 

1. The Soviet Union exists as a 
Socialist state. 

2. Communist China exists as a 
Socialist state. 

3. Others exist as Socialist 
states. 

4. It is no good to base a policy 
on the theory that some internal 
upheaval is going to destroy these 
states. (He said this with consider- 
able fire.) 

The Soviet Union recognizes the 
existence of the United States, 
Britain, France and many others 
as capitalist, states with a differ- 
ent philosophy. It is ready for 
peaceful competition with these 
states in all fields, he added, and 
if both sides approach each other 
as equals in recognition of these 
facts there is not a single question 
in the world that can not be 
solved. 
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MODEL OF RUSSIAN EARTH SATELLITE 
“Moon” Was Exhibited At Prague During Red Anniversary 


| Looking to the long future the 
Soviet leader, who is about to open 
a big celebration of the 40th an- 
niversary of the Soviet revolution, 
expressed the view that in another 
40 years the U.S.S.R. will have 
surpassed the United States in 
both industrial and agricultural 
production. The Communists, he 
said, will leave us far behind and 
in another 40 years the world will 
be proceeding with seven-league 
steps along the road Marx, Engels 
and Lenin have outlined. 


This reporter asked Khrushchev 
why if he was so confident in 
the future of the Soviet state it 
is necessary 40 years after the 
revolution to be insisting that re- 
porters and novelists, artists and 
musicians still follow the party 
line. Why not a little competitive 
coexistence for ideas in the So- 
viet Union for the next 40 years? 

The first secretary smiled and 
said that if his visitor was going 
to fight communism he should 
know more about it, for if he 
knew more about it he would 
either cease fighting it or fight it 
more effectively. 


COMPETITION OF IDEAS 


There is competition among 
ideas in the Soviet Union, he as- 
serted. Great progress has been 
made in the last 40 years and 
a great deal more will be made 
in this regard in the next 40. 

According to Communist teach- 
ing, he declared, the state, the 
police and all the other discip- 
linary forces will die away and 
eventually there wil be a com- 
pletely free society here.

«IN NO RUSH” 


The scientific objectives con- 
tinue to remain paramount, these 
officials said. Therefore, they con- 
tinued, there is no reason to alter 
the established timetable simply 
because Russia has succeeded in 
putting a satellite into space first. 

“We are in no rush just to 
throw something up into the air 
and have it go around the earth,” 
explained one high defense offi- 
cial. “Our objective is a scien- 
tific satellite that will obtain sci- 
entific information.” 

Behind this position of defense 
officials was the fact that from 
the start—somewhat to the con- 
sternation of some scientists and 
missile experts—the satellite pro- 
gram has been carefully separat- 
ed from the military program to 
develop ICB missiles. The basic 
reason was that it was felt that 
the satellite program should be a 
strictly scientific project and not 
interfere in any way with mili- 
tary missile development. 


BIGGER BOOSTER 
Because of the separation of 
the U.S. satellite and ballistic 


missile program, defense offi- 
cials did not attach great mili- 


tary significance to Russia’s 
achievement in launching the first 
satellite. 


There was no attempt on the 
part of defense officials to mini- 
mize the Soviet achievement, ap- 
parently accomplished by use of 
military missile hardware. The 
astonishing 183.6-pound weight of 
the Soviet satellite, for instance, 
is an indication that Russia has 
developed a bigger, more power- 
ful rocket booster engine than 
has the United States.

During the eleven months in 
which all three carried out their 
separate careers, Eve Black was 
never able to displace Jane’s 
consciousness, nor could Jane be 
called out by the physician when 
Eve Black was present. 


FOR BRIEF PERIODS 


Jane soon found herself spon- 
taneously alternating with Eve 
White. At first without volition 
or forewarning, she came forth 
for brief . periods during the 
times when the gentle Eve was 
in control. A little later she 
often found it possible to come 
out intentionally. By then she 
had learned enough about the 
other’s office work and other re- 
sponsibilities to carry on suc- 
cessfully whatever Eve White had 
been doing. 

Although Jane did not find it 
possible ordinarily tg emerge at 
her own behest when Eve Black 
was in  ontroi, on one or two oc- 
casions she apparently did accom- 
plish this. Eve White, however, 
may have momentarily replaced 
Eve Black’s dominance to pro- 
vide the means of outlet for her. 

Jane’s knowledge expanded rap- 
idly. At first she reported only 
the immediate thought and reac- 
tions of that Eve who was con- 
scious and available to her. When 
they recalled and thought upon 
incidents in the past, Jane also 
was made aware of these inci- 
dents. 

She soon gained considerable 


aaa 


scattered and unrelated informa- 
tion in this way about events that 
occurred before her recent birth 
into selfhood. Though unable to 
summon or command the memory 
of either, and by this means make 
unrestricted explorations of her 
own, she nevertheless collected 
carefully the data that cumula- 
tively became available and used 
it skillfully to orient herself. 


AFFECTION FOR EVE WHITE 


Neither the present nor the past 
experience of either Eve im- 
pressed her in any way as be- 
longing to herself. She steadily 
developed an increasing affection 
and compassion for Eve White, 
and finally what seemed to be a 
devoted but one-sided intimacy; 
but she was seldom intolerant to- 
ward Eve Black or vigorously 
critical of her frivolous conduct. 


Despite her unfailing poise and 
maturity of judgment, Jane, par- 
ticularly in the early weeks of 
her career, often Showed a spe- 
cific naivete quite her own. Her 
reactions suggested that all expe- 
rience was so new and fresh that 
even the most commonplace mat- 
ters glowed with a novelty and 
charm invisible to the ordinary 
adult. 


Her rapid acquisition of knowl- 
edge suggested that beyond or be- 
neath the limits of her awareness 
lay considerable resources not yet 
her own but which bit by bit 
would become more available. 

Thougn at first George Wash- 
ington’s name held no significance 
for her, a few sentences of infor- 


mation about this historic figure 
brought within her grasp a good 
deal more about the American 
Revolution and its chief figures. 
In some respects she seemed 
like a person who 15 years ago 
in college had mastered Latin 
but who since that time had never 
seen a Latin word. Such a person 
if called upon again to exercise 
his thoroughly atrophied faculties, 
would reacquire the lost knovw!l- 
edge with a facility and accelera- 
tion impossible to a true beginner. 
In some respects such an exam- 
ple suggests what we encountered 
in Jane, but not in all respects. 


Information that Jane acquired 
was often of the sort that could 
have been furnished by the two 
Eves. Other material seemed to 
emerge at the stimulus of some 
clue from resources not available 
to either of them. 

Jane’s interests, her viewpoints 
and attitudes, her tastes and in- 
clinations, all her personal reac- 
tions, consistently indicated a dis- 
parate entity, another being whose 
experience remained apart from 
that of the others. All her behav- 
ior was constructive and socially 
acceptable. In contrast with Eve 
White she displayed ingenuity, 
humor, and confidence.

Griffin told the Rotarians Geor- 
gia has led the South for the past 
four consecutive years in the num- |

For a long time Mrs. Milton 
Rasmussen woried about the 
front porch at her home at 1734 
Richland Rd., SW. 

“I just don’t think the porch, 
as narrow as it is, looks pretty 
running down the side of the

comfort in the summer and in 

the winter it looks dismal. And 
the bedroom closets are too 
small, too.”

ENCLOSED PORCH 

“The porch was at one end 
of the house and extended about 
halfway back,” said Mrs. Ras- 
mussen, “The first thing we did 
was have it enclosed. We made 
a small entrance hall—approxi- 
mately five feet deep—from the 
front door. Behind the wall, 
which faces the door, is now 
our family room.” 

The Rasmussens used the 
back of the enclosed porch as 
an extension of their breakfast 
nook. It is now a connecting 
link with the kitchen. Both 
rooms are pine paneled and the 
kitchen range, refrigerator and 
pots and pans are in a light 
shade of blue. 

“You will notice,” said Mrs. 
Rasmussen, “that we had all 
the walls in the house painted 
the same shade of blue, except 
the kitchen .and the adjoining 
room.

The large, sunny and very 
home-like living room and din- 
ing room have seen some 
changes. too.

Mrs. Rasmussen’s love of 
“off-center’’ decorating is illus- 
trated in her treatment of a 
large mirror hanging, not in 
the center, but to the right end 
of the mantel. The same ar- 
rangement catches the eye as 
one sees a portrait over one 
end of a large couch, while its 
balancing piece is a pair of 
brackets holding Chinese fig- 
urines. 


CORNER CABINET 


An antique built-in corner 
cabinet is an interesting item 
as is an electric grandfather 
clock. 

“That does seem odd for the 
clock,’”” said Mrs. Rasmussen. 
“But my husband, whose hobby 
is clocks, wanted it that way. 
The clock face came from 
Manchester, and the works 
were found here at an old shop. 
The case was made to fit the 
works.”’ 

Interesting features are the 
shelves in the glass-front case 
where small figurines are 
shown to advantage. 

Closet space for two  bed- 
rooms was made more con- 
venient when space was rear- 
ranged and sliding doors were 
installed. Instead of two deep 
parallel closets, each opening 
into a bedroom, there now is a 
closet for each room, double 
in width.

A picture window — also a 
new addition occupies the 
back wall space in the dining 
room area and looks out onto 
a charming patio laid with soft 
colorful tile.

Lerch, auditor of the Commer- 
cial National Bank in Charlotte, 
and Miss Sarah Thompson, as- 
sistant cashier of the C&S Na- 
tional Bank in Atlanta. 


Both women came up through 
the ranks of banking .. . fresh 
out of high school they started 
working as clerks. 

And now they are delegates to 
the 33rd convention of the Na- 
tional Assn. of Bank Auditors 
and Comptrollers being held 
here this week. 

Tall, brown-eyed Miss Thomp- 
son, who has been banking for 
13 years, groaned as she re- 
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called her routine clerical days, 
and explained that young wom- 
en now embarking on a banking 
career need a college educa- 
tion to get along in the compe- 
tition. 

The two officers, obviously, 
haven't stayed uneducated in 
money matters . . . they both 
have taken the two-year course 
offered by the American Insti- 
tute of Banking.

BANKERS TAKE A LOOK AT BANK NEWS 


Miss Sarah Thompson, Miss Martha Lerch Attend Convention 


At Home, Male Chets Exclaim 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7 ()—Chefs and wait- 
ers who cater to men say women feed them 
too much “girl food” and not enough good 
food. 

“If you want to catch a man, cut ott the 
cottage cheese and fruit salads and feed him 
a good stew or a sauce. My grandmother 
caught my grandfather with an excellent 
sauce and a fine wine,” said Victor Pons, 
head waiter of the Hotel Plaza’s Oak Room 
for men. 

“Men always fall for old-fashioned dishes 
like lamb stew, beef and kidney pie, chicken 
pot pie or corned beef and cabbage. Women 
don’t realize it, but their view on food is 
completely different from a man’s,” Pons 
said. 

SHORTCAKE OUT 

“Men tell us desserts like strawberry 
shortcake and puddings are for women. They 
get these at home, but they’d rather have 
apple pie, cherry pie or cheesecake,” said 
Emil Salzmann, United Airlines executive 
chef. Salzmann, who has been in the business 
40 years, decides menus for the “executive 
flight,” for men only. 

“Throw out that can opener and open a 
cookbook if you want to make a hit with a 
man. Stop giving him an imitation of good 
food, which is what you get if you use all 
these mixes and shortcuts. . 

“Good cooking takes love and care. If the 
recipe says simmer, then simmer, don’t pres- 


sure-cook it. Learn to make sauces. Serve 
wine. . 

Salzmann’s ideal meal for men: Rock lob- 
ster or shrimp cocktail, ripe olives, stuffed 
celery, broiled tenderloin steak, stuffed baked 
potatoes, broccoli, hard rolls, apple pie with 
sharp cheddar cheese and coffee. 

“A girl wouldn’t even need the potatoes to 
catch a man with this meal,” said he. 

BEST TASTE 

“Men don’t want low-calorie food. They 
want rare roast beef, baked potatoes and a 
mixed green salad with a garlic dressing. 
Add Yorkshire pudding in popovers, skip the 
vegetables and finish with sherbets or French 
pastry,” said Jean Gregoire, head chef of the 
Roosevelt Hotel. 

“Businessmen have the best taste in food, 
because they travel and don’t eat just at 
home,” Gregoire added. 

“Men today are satisfied with hit-and-miss 
cooking, not the rich, continental fare of 50 
years ago,” said Stratos Karas, who recently 
retired after 50 years as a waiter at the Plaza. 

“I wish women would stop feeding men 
plain, easy meals and fix French food,” Karas 
said. , ) 

His suggestions: Crabmeat remick (crab 
flakes with a sauce of mayonnaise and chili 
sauce), pheasant,broccoli, hearts of endive 
with roquefort dressing, crepes suzettes and 
cafe diable (coffee and brandy) with a flam- 
ing lump of sugar. . 


Lerch believes that banking Is 
“a tremendous field for wom- 
en.” But, she insisted, “‘wom- 
en needn’t think they don’t 
have to earn their promotions. 
The competition is stiff.” 
Both officers agreed that al- 
though there is still some preju- 
dice in some places against 
women .in the profession, the 
distaff money changers gen- 
erally are accepted. They feel 
that ‘the women themselves 
have improved their status by 
their attitudes toward banking 
and performance of duties. 
Miss Lerch got her first bank- 
ing job in 1930 when the future 
of banks, let alone careers in 
them, looked pretty dismal. 


She became employe No. 18 in 
an organization that now em- 
ploys 149 and lists total depos- 
its, capital and surplus of $60,- 
000,000. 


IN SPITE OF DEPRESSION 


The pretty woman explained, 

“Evidently our bank was 
backed so much by the com- 
munity that it grew in spite 
of the depression. I was fortu- 
nate that. it started growing, 
because I got faster promo- 
tions.” 
Miss Lerch writes re 
ports, makes income tax re- 
turns, takes care of agency re- 
quired -reports, has charge of 
the complete audit of physical 
assets such as cash, bonds, se- 
curities. 

She has never discovered a 
shortage, she said, and cringed 
at the thought, “It would be 
sickening. I hope I never do. 
Just one time I had a suspicion 
of a shortage, and I never felt 
so much relief in my life when 
it turned out to be a mistake.” 

Banks get embezzled, she 
added, when they allow one per- 
son complete control of the 
funds. 


“HAVE TO BE FRIENDLY” 


Miss Thompson manages the 
main office savings department 
for C&S. That department 
comes under the heading of 
services, and Miss Thompson 
described increased services as 
part of the evolution of banking 
since the shattering depression 
era. 

“The days of marble halls, 
mahogany desks and black-suit- 
ed officers are gone,” she 
laughed, “because of the growth 
of banking and the keen com- 
petition. Banks have to be 
friendly to survive.’ Her insti- 
tution is a $500,000,000 bank. 

The largest bill either woman 
has ever seen is a $5,000 green- 
back. Miss Lerch said the one 
that came into her bank “‘must 
have been buried in a barnyard 
from the way it smelled.’’ Such 
bills are a rarity now because 
of registration rules. They don't 
even get a thrill from handling 
stacks of crisp, new $100 bills. 
“It’s no fun if you have to count 
them,”’ they agreed. . 

And what do the officers like 
about their profession? Attrac- 
tive Miss Thompson put it this 
way, and Miss Lerch agreed: 
“Banking is real peculiar . . . it 
gets under your skin and into 
your blood. There’s a saying 
that if you're happy in banking 
for five years, you'll never be 
happy elsewhere. It’s a pleas- 
ant business with pleasant re- 
lationships.”

There was a time when wood ducks were con- 
sidered a scarce commodity, much more scarce 
than they are today, and a “no shooting” sign 
hung around their colorful necks. 

That was in 1918, the year the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service prohibited the taking of wood 
ducks for any purpose. Now, thanks to good pro- 
tection and sound management practices by state 
and federal agencies, they are coming back into 
Georgia’s ever-increasing wildlife family. 

Due to the protection given them during the 
late "teens and early twenties, the birds made a 
marked comeback and by 1941 the Fish and Wild- 
life Service allowed hunters to bag one bird daily, 
provided it was included in the shooter’s daily 
waterfowl limit. 

Prior to their near annihilation in 1918, wood

Wood ducks formerly reigned throughout the 
eastern half of the U.S. with a general movement 
from north to south during the winter months. 
During the past 50 years, however, much of the 
birds’ habitat has been destroyed by clearing 
bottomland hardwoods. 

Because of this destruction in range, more 
and more wood ducks are rearing young in the 
Southeast, particularly Georgia, where consider- 
able timber remains along large rivers and 
streams. 

Wood ducks are one of the two species of 
waterfowl that nests in trees, the other being the 
hooded merganser. 

Despite their being close to extinction at one 
time, wood ducks have recovered rapidly and 
are now coming into their own as a harvestable

_ — But So’s Eating 


Although it’s six weeks until 
the state-wide bobwhite quail sea- 
son opens in Georgia, some hunt- 
ers have been eating quail for a 
week. The shooting preserve 
season opened last Tuesday on 
seven preserves catering to the 
public. 

While there are hundreds of 
ways of cooking bobwhites, 
ranging from broiling to liberal 
dousings of wine and mushrooms, 
the old standard of frying in 
deep fat is the most popular. - 

For hunters who are fortunate 
enough to have a mess of quail 
and who want to get away 
from fried birds, the Georgia 
Quail Breeders’ Assn. has pre- 
pared recipes which its mem-

game-bird buyers. 

According to R. H. Barry, sec- 
retary of the association from 
Decatur, broiled bobwhite are 
the easiest to prepare. The bird 
should be split down the back 
and lain open. Place the bird on 
the rack, with the breast down, 
about four inches above the 
flame. Broil at moderate heat. 

To keep the breast moist, the 
quail should be turned 
basted with butter for 10 to 15 
minutes.

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Senate Already Probing 
Missile Lag, Russell Says

WASHINGTON, Oct. 


7—Sen. George Smathers 


(D-Fla) Monday called on Sen. Richard Russell of 
Georgia to convene the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee for an immediate investigation into why U.S. mis- 
sile progress is lagging behind Russia’s. 


(Sen. Russell said Senate inves- 
tigators have already launched a 
probe into the matter. “This re- 
port will serve as a basis for fu- 
ture action,” he said from his 
home at Winder, Ga. 

(He released this statement: “I! 
have been in communication with 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson (‘D-Tex), 
who is chairman of the prepared- 
ness subcommittee of the Armed 
Services Committee, which has 
jurisdiction of this matter. The 
staff of that subcommittee has 
been instrutcted to make a full 
inquiry and assemble all of the 
facts.” 

(In addition to Smathers’ re- 
quest, Sen. Russell noted that 
fellow Armed Services Commit- 
teeman Sen. Symington (D-Mo) 
Saturday voiced a similar appeal 
for an investigation. 

(Sen. Russell said the prepared- 
ness subcommittee, which has 
the largest staff of any of the full 
committee’s units, will report 
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both to the subcommittee and the 
full committee.) 


Here is the text of Sen. Smath- 
ers’ telegram: 


“I respectfully urge that you 
immediately convene the Senate 
Armed Services Committee for the 
purpose of determining the rea- 
sons for our failure in keeping 
pace with the Soviet Union in the 
development and perfection of the 
satellite, rocket and interconti- 
nental ballistic missile programs. 


“Recent evidence reflects that 
the Soviet Union has ICBM capa- 
bility and is now engaged in a 
major effort to produce these 
weapons in large numbers. As of 
the moment it is clear that we do 
not have such an advantage and 
the time when we may have is 
uncertain. 


“It is of extreme importance 
that it be ascertained whether 
our failure to keep pace with the 
scientific development of the So- 
viet Union in the ICBM field as 
well as the rocket programs re- 
sults from inter-service rivalry, 
a false economy program, failure 
of the Congress to provide suf- 
ficent approprations or insuffi-

“My children being familiar 
with my interest in such insti- 
tutions and organizations, I con- 
fidently rely upon their willing- 
ness to make such donations as 
their resources will justify for 
the support and uplift of under- 
privileged humanity and for the 
bentfit of religious and cultural 
institutions.” 

Mr. Candler, after leaving his 
home at 980 Briarcliff Rd., NE, 
to his wife, Mrs. Flora Glenn 
Candler, bequeathed the bulk of 
his estate in trust to his children 


and grandchildren. No estimate 


of its size was available. 


His son, Charles Howard Cand- 
ler Jr., was given all his per- 
sonal jewelry, watches, fire- 
arms, automobiles, trophies, 
wearing apparel, office furniture 
and a billiard table. 

Mrs. Catherine Candler War- 
ren, his daughter, received 64 
shares of capital stock in the 
Trust Company of Georgia. 

Another daughter, Mrs. Louisa 


Eldredge, was given real estate 
properties on Peachtree street, 
Northeast. 

Mr. Candler’s son, Charles 
Howard Candler Jr., and the 
Trust Company of Georgia were 


named as executors in the will.
